| NE HEREAS the drinking of Spi- 
rituous Liquors or ſtrong Waters 
is become very common, eſpeci- 

X ally amongſt the people of low- 
er and inferior Rank, the conſtant and ex- 
ceſſive Uſe whereof tends greatly to the 
Deſtruction of their Healths, rendring them 
untit for uſeful Labour and Buſineſs, de- 


bauching their Morals, and inciting them
